A WHILE

the United States Court 


The New Castle land case which 


has been belore tho courts for some 
time past, was put over at the session 
of the United States circuit court In 
Hi is cily today. 


The case is one arising out. of the 


demand of the \Var Department for 
certain land at New Castle for 
the 


purpose of a military post 
for 
the 


three forts in tho harbor. The land 
required tali us in tlin entire estate of 
tho lulu Jacob Wendell on the harbor 
front, and the family refusing to sell 
to the government, it. was lordercd 
condemned and taken. The town of 
New Castle opposed the taking of the 
properly on the ground tnat it was 
removing from the taxable property 


the town too much land and that 


the fact that the establishing of a 
military post in the very heart of the 
best summer property would so de- 
crease the valuation 
of the. 
other 


land that they would fall off In tax 
were overruled by the United States 
Court and then the tuwn aikod to be 
made a party in the action on the 
ground that the old Stale road which 
runs along the beach from Fort Con- 
stitution was a part of the land con- 
demned. The town maintained that 
this old road, long disused, ran from 
Fort Constitution to Roaelai:)V, and 
that the Wendell ewtate had in the 
past removed the existing boundaries 
and made it a part of their land. 


ThP court ruled that this waa an 


important matter, the clcfclng of a 
road, and it allowed the town's mo- 
tion to become a party, and also or-_ 
dored that the facts of the case be 
tried by a jury. 


When the cfifie was called in 
the 


court today it was announced that the 
United States had Instructed .its at- 
torney to ask for a continuance. Tho 


petition has been dismissed without 
prejudice, subject to motion to be re- 
stored upon payment of counsel fees, 
and costs at this term to the respon- 
dent.

Dewey Reads a Long State= 


ment to Jurors 


FOUR DIVISIONS OF LAW 


Former Judge Tells That They Are 


Made by Cod, Angels, Nature and 


Man—Continued Legal Contest With 


Judge—Plaintiff Becomes Own Wit- 


ness and Is Requested to Ask Him- 


self Questions and Reply 


Boston, June 8.—Unusual incidents 


continued Monday in the trial of the, 
libel suit of former Judge Henry S. 
Dewey against certain officials of the 
Good 
Government 
association, 
in 


which the damages are placed at $7G,- 
000,000, on the ground that Dewey was 
libelled in the mayoralty campaign of 
19U5. 


Monday, in the course of the trial 


which Dewey is conducting in his own 
behalf, a long statement, which the 
court declared was an essay, -was read 
to the jury by the consent of the de-- 
tense and was found to contain Dew- 
ey's opinions on Plato, Cicero, poetry, 
rhetoric, 
music, 
politics, 
religion, 


weather, stars, and 
the 
unwritten 


)aw. 
The paper was entitled: "The 


Work of a Police Court Justice." 


Mr. Dewey in this essay divided law 


into four parts, the law of God, which 
he said was the eternal; the law made 
by the angels, or the celestial law; 
the law of the Inanimate, or the law 
of nature, and the law made for man. 


A dozen witnesses were called dur- 


ing the day, but as many of the ques- 
tions asked by Dewey were excluded, 
very little evidence reached the jury. 
In fact the trial was a continual legal 
contest between Dewey and 
Judge 


Sherman, who presided, 
questions 


being ruled out and exceptions taken 
in each case. 


Mr. Dewey himself was sworn. He 


went on to tell of his early history 
and of the connections of his family. 
He said that he was born in Hanover, 
N. H., Nov. 9, 1856. His father was 
a merchant there and was at one tiruo 
a partner of Levi P. Morton. He said 
that his father was always active in 
the Republican party and was a Con- 
gregationalist. He said that his first 
recollection of the outside world was 
in being at the postoflice in Hanover 
and hearing that Fort Sumpter had 
been fired upon. 


At this point Attorney McClennen 


objected to the line of testimony as 
not material. He thought that Dewey 
should ask himself questions and then 
reply, as that was the only way coilj- 
sel for the defense .could tell in ad- 
vance what the testimony would be. 


"If asked to rule on the question 


•whether the testimony is material, 1 
should say that it is not," Judga Sher- 
man said. "None of it is of any con- 
sequence. 
Whether one is barn of 


first-class parents or mean ones, he 
would be in the same position in 
court. All persons stand on the same 
level in court." 


Judge Sherman then referred to the 


request that Dewey ask himself ques- 
tions and then reply, which Dewey 
proceeded to do.

tirely beyond control, the wind mak- 
ing the hydrant streams practically 
useless.

^ THE KETTLEDRUM. 
>' 


It Is an Instrument That fs Pretty Dif- 


ficult to Handle. 


Tho kettledrum has been so far Im- 


proved that It has ;i pitch: lu fnct. it 
contains the large range of four notes. 
It is, as its name shows, a copper ket- 
tle, or basin, covered over with skin, 
which can be tightened or loosened by 
screws placed around the edge. Drums 
of this shape were used by the Rpm- 
ans, and even earlier by the Greeks 
and Etruscans. 
But they were not 


known in western Europe before the 
crusades. 


Although it may appear so, the ket- 


tledrum is not at all an easy instru- 
ment to manage, for in order to get 
each of *he four notes the player has 
to turn all the screws and adjust the 
parchment anew. For this reason ket- 
tledrums are often used in pairs, one 
tuned to the keynote, the other to the 
fourth below. In this way the drum- 
mer has always the two chief notes in 
the scale to work upon, and if the com- 
poser has not exacted much from him 
he will liave quite an easy time. 
But 


when a change of key is approaching 
It is quite exciting to watch the drum- 
mer 
screwing 
and unscrewing the 


the drum and lightly tapping to bear if 
the pitch is true, and if we recollect 
that he often has to tune his drum 
while the whole orchestra is lifting up 
its voice we realize that he must bo 
no mean musician; that .he must pos- 
sess an exquisitely sensitive and well 
trained car and a steady band and 
nerve as well.—Jessie K. MacDonald 
In St. Nicholas.
